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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Smith 
[6,053,319]. 

Smith discloses in Figs 1-3 (also see Figure below wherein the letters A-D have 
been added by the examiner), creating a packaging card 1 comprising: a front section 
[front face 12] having a display opening [window 16] adapted to display product 
information [col 3 lines 34-36], securing a back section [back face 24] to the front 
section [col 3 lines 48-55], a pinwheel/disc 18 positioned between the front section and 
the back section and rotatably attached to at least one of the front section and the back 
section [col 1 lines 57-59 [via eyelet 20, see also Fig 3]], and the pinwheel having a 
plurality of product information image areas [A, B, C and D on the pinwheel/disc 18] 
arranged in a circular fashion, wherein each image can be selectively viewed through 
the display opening by rotating the pinwheel [col 3 lines 39-43] as stated in claims 1 , 3- 
4, 6 and 8-9. Additionally, Smith discloses the front section are each configured with an 
opening [aperture 14] which is inherently adapted to receive a display rod [col 3 lines 
29-33] as stated in claims 2 and 5-6, a generally rectangular main body [Fig 1] as stated 
in claim 3, the pinwheel is a flat disc having a circular outer periphery [Fig 1] as stated in 
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claim 7. Also, Smith discloses attaching the retail product [refill/pen 10] to a front section 
of a packaging card having a display opening adapted to display product information 
[col 3 lines 15-28] as stated in claims 8-9.
